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RUMANIA’S ANGER 


Official Warning Against 


Anti-Jewish Riots 


GOVERNMENT HAS A 
* SOLUTION ” 


At the express wish of King Carol, the Rumanian 
authorities have twsued a warning to the population not 
to make their deep dismay at the cession of large areas of 
Transylvania to Hungary the occasion for anti-Jewish dis- 
turbances. The authorities have told the people that the 
Crovernment is already dealing with measures for the “solu- 
tion of the Jewish problem in Rumania, and that it is 
the public duty to maintain complete order during their 
nauvional mourning. 

This warning was necessitated by fears that the Cuzist 
and tron Guard agitators would again organise anti-Jewish 
riots similar to those which occurred after the cession of 
Bessarabia and Northern Bukovina to Soviet Russia. 


The Jews of Transylvania 


Under the new frontier agreement, the vast. majority of 
the nearly 200,000 Jews of Transylvania are to be handed 
over to Hungary. 

Territories to be ceded include the whole of the 
Maramuros province, where the Jews constitute about 30 
per cent. of the urban population, and most of the larger 
cities and towns m Central Transylvania; including the 
capital, Claj (Koloszvar), and Oradea Mare (Nagyvarad), 
both with large Jewish populations. In the territory left 
to Rumania important Jewish Communities extst only in 
Arad and Timisoara. 

As a result of emigration, the Jewish. population tm 
Greater Transylvania (including the provinces of Banat and 
Maramuros) has decreased by about 30,000 since the terri- 
tory was annexed to Rumania after the last war. Emigra- 
tion was mataly to Palestinc, while many Jews left for 
the interior of the country. 

The Jews of Transylvania had their own communal 
organisation, the Union of Jewish Communities of Tran- 
sylvania, and their own daily newspaper.

ANTI-SEMITES 


Petain Clears the Way 


The Pétain Cabinet has decided to abrogate the anti 
provocation decree of April 21, 1939, one of the purposes 
of which was to protect Jews against racial incitement. 

This step will serve to encourage Jew-baiters to intensify 
their attacks. Already there have been more anti-Jewish 
demonstrations in towns on the French Riviera, on which 
German Nazis, Italian Fascists and French Fifth Columnists 
are all concentrating. 

The general tendency of the Nazis is to induce France to 
adopt some kind of anti-Jewish totalitarian regime which 
would harmonise with their own plan for a “ New Europe.” 
One new organisation formed with the aid of large Nazi 
subsidies is known as the French Economic Chamber, which 
bars Jews from membership. ‘ 

La Gerpe, a new weekly published in Paris, tells French 
Jewish youth that the “ European solution” of the Jewish 

roblem will allow them no future in France. “ The 
jewish problem,” it says, “is one which must be settled by 
the man who has taken in hand the destinies of the white 


Counter-Movement for Liberty 


But side by side with these attacks, a strong movement has 
arisen among the French people in both the occupied and 
non-occupied areas to counteract the Fascist and anti- 
Semitic tendencies of the Pétain Government. Its 
organisers, well-known Radicals and Socialists, express 
their deiermination to preserve in France, at all costs, the 
principles of liberty, equality, and fraternity. 

Leaflets have been issued warning the French people that 
the pillars of the Vichy Government, and not the Ministers 
who are on trial at Riom, are responsible for the humiliation 
suffered by France. The leaflets describe the Riom trial 
as a second Dreyfus case, and urge the rejection of the 
Nazi and anti-Semitic principles. The discovery of the 
leaflets in the occupied arca already led to numerous 
arrests of Frenchmen and Jews, ee . |

PROJECT 


Increased Press Interest 


There has been increasing interest revealed in the Press 
im the proposal to raise a Jewish army. both in Palestine 
and elsewhere, to be employed anywhere that may be 
required in the British war effort.

The N.Z.0.'s Efforts 


The New Zionist Organisation held a Press Conference on 
Monday. at the Waldorf Hotel, in order to discuss the present 
position regarding the N.Z.O.’s effort to secure the establishment 
of a separate Jewish Army to fight on the side of the Allies 

Mr. A.-Abrahams, head of the Political Department of the 
N.Z.0O.. made a statement in the course of which he. said 

The New Zionist Organisation had sent special delegations to 
the United States, South America, and Canada in order to popu- 
larise the Jewish Army project and clear away the political and 
organisational difficulties. A certain measure of success had 
been achieved. The American Press had given wide publicity to 
the project, and considerable sympathy had been evoked. The 
Canadian Government had signified its readiness to permit train- 
ing camps to be opened for the Jewish Army in Canada, pro- 
vided approval of the project by the British Government was 
forthcoming. 

In England a great deal of support had been obtained from 
Members of Parliament and individual members of the Cabinet.

Gollop, draws the attention of men serving in the Forces 
to an Order which has been issued by the War Office and 
the Admiralty relating to leave for the New Year and Day 
of Atonement. 


A similar Order will in due course be issued by the Aig_ 


Ministry. 
The text of the Order is as follows: 
“ Provided the exigencies of the Service permit, and sub- 


ject to operational requirements, leave may be granted to. 


officers and other ranks of the Jewish faith who are desirous 
of observing the New Year (October 3 and 4) and Day of 
Atonement (October 12), but periods of leave in excess 
of those available to personne} of other faiths for general 
purposes will not be given. gs 
“In each case, the celebration of the Festival commences 
at sunset on the previous day, and those who are granted 
leave will be afforded facilities to reach their destination 
by that time.” 
As, in accordance with this Order, leave for the High 
Holy-days will be in lieu of, and not in addition to, periods 
of leave available to all personnel for general purposes, 
men would be well advised to arrange for their privileged 
leave to coincide with the period of the Holy-days.

GEN. SIKORSKI REBUFFS 
THE “NARAS” 


Refused Seat on National 
Council 


[From a Correspondent] 


General Sikorski has refused point-blank to admit a repre- 
sentative of the Fascist and anti-Semitic National Radical 
Party (better known as the Naras) to the Polish National 
Council, The refusal is made in a written reply to the Nara 
headquarters in Londen. 

[he reply was made after a long debate both in the 
Polish National Council and the Cabinet. . The debate in the 
Cabinet. was particularly heated, for many of the Ministers 
were inclined to allow the Naras to have a special repre- 
sentative. But the arguments of General Sikorski prevailed 

Enraged by the Polish Government's decision the Naras

A surprising pomt in. the Government's reply ts a state- 
ment that M. Stantsilaw Jozwiak actually represents the 
Naras in the Council. M. Jozwiak is head of the Polish 
Relief Committee in London, and it is difficult to see

MR. PHILIP VANLEER 
Father” of Pretoria City Council 


The death occurted recently in Pretoria, South Africa, of 
Mr. Philip Mark Vanileer, a former resident of East London, 
who left this country for Pretoria in 1903 and came to be 
one of the city’s most highly respected residents. 

Philip Vanieer, who was born in Stepney in 18/4, was 
ar active worker in East London. He was one of the 
founders of the Stepney Jewish Lads’ Club and was a 
chorister at the East London Synagogue. He was a member 
of the East London Jewish Communal League, and took a 
keen interest in the Toynbee Hall movement 

He began his social work in Pretoria by becoming a member 
of the Hospital Board. In 1914 he entered the Town Council 
for one vear. In 1922 he was elected to the Council and served 
continuously until his death. He Deputy Mayor of Pretoria 
and represented the Council on numerous important com- 
missions. He was senior member of the Licensing Court, was 
on the Executive of the Transvaal Municipal Association, and 
was a member of the Witwatersrand Town Planning Committee. 
Many of Pretoria’s civic reforms of the last decade owe thet 
origin to him 

At a special meeting of the Pretoria City Counc, held on 
the dav of the funeral, the Mayor. Mr. A. B. Sidey, declared 
that if ever a.man had lived for his city, Mr. Vanleer had 
lived for Pretoria. “ He was a man of unbounded integrity,” 
the Mavor went on. “ full of deep honesty and sincerity, and 
in. all his long public life I do not think be ever made a single 
enenry. Unselfish and devoted to his ‘work, he neve had any- 
thing to do with what was not completely above . board He 
was not only. the father of our Council but Hs watchdog. as 
well, and we shall miss him.

THE INTERNMENT SCANDAL 


“PRODUCE PROOF OF ‘LEAKAGE’ 
CHARGE!” 


Earl Winterton Challenged 


Discussing the last Parliamentary debate on the refugees, 
during which Sir John Anderson, the Minister for Home 
Security, outlined the contents of the new. White Paper, 
improving to a very slight degree the chances of release 
for internees, the New STATESMEN AND Nation sharply 
comments: “The Minister still regards refugees en masse 
rather as potential enemies than as cager friends. Perhaps 
his most typical statement on this theme was his endorse- 
ment of Earl Winterton’s claim that ‘after these people 
were interned there was much less leakage of information 
from this country to the Continent than before they were 
interned. 

“To those who remember that the beginning of the 
internment policy coincided with the disappearance of half 
a dozen’neutral channels for the transmission of informa- 
tion, to say nothing of the departure of the Italran 
Ambassador and his staff, this fact, if it is a fact, 1s not 
surprising,” the paper continues. “Yet no attempt was 
made to connect it with any mstance of a “C’ category 
refugee having attempted to communicate with Germany. 
Can Earl Winterton or Sir John Anderson produce any 
real evidence against refugees?” 


“ Obstinacy, Callousness, Incompetence ” 


The Spectator describes the conditions of internment as 
“a continued scandal,” and adds that mm his “ most unsatts- 
factory speech ”.Sir John Anderson “ adhered- obstinately 
to the general policy, reiterated that it was still necessary, 
and ‘must for the present be maintained.” Public opinion, 
in other words, is to continue to be ignored; our prestige 
abroad, particulafly in the United States, is to be lowered; 
passionate anti-Nazis are still to be detained because the 
Home Office is incapable of distinguishing them from Nazi 
agents.” 

The Economist, while holding the general policy of 
internment to be justified, says that the administration of 
the new policy has been “clearly faulty.” “ No words are 
strong enough to condemn the callousness, the clumsiness, 
and the general incompetence with which the question has 
been handled. . Only now, after three months, is the 
machinery for distinguishing those who have lost all feeling 
of their German nationality and for extending mercy to the 
old, the young, and the sick, beginning to move. Even 
with the present and - future recommendations of the 
Asquith Committee release will be slow, so that a drastic 
overhaul of the administration of the policy should be 
undertaken at once.” 

The paper advocates “the rapid release of all enemy 
aliens who wish actively to help us; and the welfare of 
those who remain interned, which means reuniting families, 


‘decent accommodation, not imprisonment, and again, and 


equally important, 
employment.” 


Who Is. Really Responsible ? 


“ What is happening,” says the MANCHESTER “GUARDIAN, 
“as that the Home Secretary, by his own authority and 
without the assistance of any tribunal or court, is keep- 
ing hundreds of persons in prison without any statement 
either to them or to their friends of the reasons for their 
detention and without any chance of appeal. 
will agree that in conditions such as the present the Execu- 
tive must have powers to override all personal liberties, 
but that does not mean that the Executive's discretion 
should be completely unchallenged. The Home Office has 
cut a pretty poor figure administratively in its handling 
of the interned refugees, and there is, unfortunately, no 
reason to suppose that it is any more competent, any more 
discriminating, and any more expeditious in its handling 
of the imprisoned aliens. 

“Why is Sir John Anderson afraid to have a special 
tribunal to assist hitti?”” it asks. “Is this a case ... where the 
mysterious .* security services’ are concerned, anonymous 
powers before whom even a Home Secretary is content to 
bow?” (THe Times, it should be noted, in a reference last 
week to “disappointments ” during the past Parliamentary 
session, commented: “There is a general impression that 
the questions of the internment and of the treatment of 
aliens have been mishandled—though not, as is too com- 
monly supposed, by Sir John Anderson.”) 


“Where Is the Speed-up ? ” 


“Where is the speed-up?” the News CHRONICLE asks 
this week. “It still takes from ten days to a fortnight for a 
letter posted in this country to reach an internee in this 
country. Why? No possible excuse can be offered by 
the authorities for this dilatoriness which amounts to 
cruelty. We have already been promised that the release 
of internees will be speeded-up. We have no. evidence 
that that pre is being kept. It would be more re- 
assuring if those eg gags for the well-being of our 
internees would see that so elementary a task as that of 


finding them useful, if humble, 


delivering letters was performed with even moderate 


efficiency.” 
JOBS FOR ISLE OF MAN INTERNEES

THE “* POLITICAL” CLAUSE 
FOR INTERNEES 
Full of Snares, Say Critics 


“ NEARLY USELESS” IN FACILITATING 
RELEASES 


There has been @iuch criticism of the new “ political” 
clause concerning the release of internees published in the 
latest White Paper. This clause provides that any alien 
shall be released “who by his writings or speeches or 
political or official activities has consistently over a period 
of years taken a public and prominent part in opposition 
to the Nazi system and is actively friendly towards the 
Allied cause,” 

A correspondent in the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN com- 
ments this weck that the clause is so narrowly conceived 
and so full of snares and mantraps that if it were strictly 
interpreted no internee could be released. It is to be hoped 
that it will be so applied that all trustworthy aliens are 
freed, and only those kept behind barbed wire whose 
good faith remains doubtful after a thorough and 
mtelligent investigation. 


“Enormous Task ” 


The “defence” of the “accused” will have to be pre- 
pared with utmost care, says the writer. Their past must 
be scrutinised, their own statements tested as far as 
possible, quotations from speeches, books, newspaper 
articles must be collected and the evidence of trustworthy 
witnesses in regard to past years prepared for the tribunal. 
In ‘all probability, many thousands of internees are con- 
vinced that they were at all termes in the forefront of 
the struggle against Nazidom and will claim, in perfect 
good faith, the application of the political clause to their 
case. The “defence” will thus have an enormous task to 
perform. 

This. work, he continues, can be done only by political 
refugees; only among them are people with the indispens- 
able knowledge of circumstances and persons. “1 do not 
see at the moment who is to perform this work, still less 
where the technical and financial resources needed are to 
come from. Such representations of German parties as 
exist in this country can certainly be of the greatest assist- 
ance, but to entrust the work to them alone would mean 
to leave in the lurch those who have never belonged to 
a party. This would be a new injustice.” 


Only Conspicuous Anti-Nazis Will Benefit 


Mr. H. N. Brailsford describes the new clause in 
REYNOLDS News as “ nearly useless.” “ This rule must have 
been drafted by some well-meaning official who had not 
the dimmest idea of what life in Nazi Germany was like. 
No * public’ and * prominent’ opposition was tolerated for 
five minutes, but this rule exacts it ‘over a pertod of years.’ 

“] have a German friend,” he continues, “who lived 
underground for many years in Germany as the leader of 
a prohibited Socialist organisation. He came out occasion- 
ally, and I met him both in London and New York. He 
wrote, but never ‘ publicly” under his own name. I once 
arranged a sclect private meeting for him, to which I intro- 
duced him under an assumed name. The rule would not 
apply to him. | 

“1 know personally six men who fought in the Inter- 
national Brigade in Spain and are now interned. They did 
not write; they merely risked their lives, and most of them 
were wounded. I know another man whose brilliant satirical 
anti-Nazi play I saw acted in London. He could put that 
in as evidence, for it was * public, but it does not cover 
‘a period of years.” The rule, in short, will help only 
those who fled in the early days from the Nazi * system,’ 
and among them only the conspicuous leaders can profit 
by it. We are snobs even when we repent our panic.” 


ARE RELEASES GOING FORWARD ? 


Questions to the Home Office 


[From our Lobby Correspondent] 


Lord Davies was to have asked in the House of Lords 
yesterday what steps had been taken to implement the 
assurances given by the Home Office that the cases of 
friendly aliens now in internment camps would be ex- 
peditiously dealt with. He was also to ask how many alien 
civilians had been released from internment since the issue 
of the White Paper on July 31, and how many arrests and 
re-arrests had taken place during that period. 

Miss Rathbone was informed by the Home Secretary 
recently that up to the evening of August 20, over 3,000 
cases had been examined since the publication of the one 
White Paper, and that 805 releases had been authorised; 
while inquiries were in progress to verify statements made 
in over 1,500 applications. 

The opinion was expressed to me by Miss Rathbone that 
releases are coming in co" iderable numbers under the new 
categories. She thought iuat progress now being made was 
fairly satisfactory, but she will be asking a further question 
in the Commons. One point on which there was anxiety 
among friends of men who had been sent to Canada was 
that letters were being sent very slowly. 


DR. WISE’S MESSAGE 


Rabbi Dr. Stephen S. Wise, President of the American. Jewish 
Congress, has addressed to the European Office of the Congress 
the following cable: | 

“ Rejoice to hear British Government seriously considering 
earliest possible release many anti-Nazi refugees with view to 
making best possible use of them. Painful impression made 
in our country by Government's perhaps for a time inevitably 
stern treatment of refugees; neutralised by best British opinion 
favouring wise and lenient treatment of natural enemics 
of Hitlerism. Anxiously awaiting results Government's decision.

FEAR

EAR is the bane of our times. Most. if not all. of the 
Fev of our age can be traced to fear. Men were afraid 

of their Own weakness, therefore they surrendered to 
tyrannical dictators. They feared the truth. consequently 
they set up censorships to control the written and spoken 
word, and ultimately thought and faith too. until fact 
became an outcast before fantastic fiction. and axsent a 
hypocritical mask. Nations stood in trepidation for their 
individual safety. Their panic led to paralysis of mind and 
heart. Instead of pooling their strength and resources in 
order to resist the common foe. they stood idly liookime on 
whilst country alter country fell a prey to the ruthless 
ageressor. Foolishly each one continued lo Hope against 
hope that it at least would be spared But for this all- 
pervading dread, unity, expressed in mutual help and co- 
operation, could have saved the world from manv horrors.

Jewish Problem is a problem of fea: We are persecuted 
because we are fearcd--ieared, strangely enough, when our 
defencelessness is so palpably manifest Our successes 
cormmnercial professional, even academn are a source of} 
mistrust and unreasoning suspicion. Our fidelity, generally 
speaking, to our historic ways of life and religious tradi 
is misconstrued as A camouflage concealing an 
“impertum in imperio,” and arouses vague but none the 
less real anxiety. Our very survival seems uncanny. and 
is regarded with the unnamed dread of the inexplicable 

And we ourselves, alas, have all too often been afraid 
to be ourselves, and have attempted to synchronise, as it 
were, Our mental orrentation with the prevailing pank 
around us. We have thought to escape our destiny by den) 
ing our identity. We have endeavoured to de-Judaise out 
selves in the false hope that.an un-Jewish Jew might be 
more acceptable thah a loyal son of a great people. Even 
when opportunity called at last, and circumstances opened 
up possibilities of a return to the Land of our Fathers and 
to normal national life. thousands of our brethren fled the 
prospect in terror. Rather than face the issues of ther 
position, they allowed the Land to remain unredeemed. and 
their age-long Problem unsolved. Thus Jew and Gentile 
alike have been held in thrall by the tyranny of Fear. 


2UT a change has come over the spirit of the world. War 
is a stern but effective teacher. Ihe darkness ts pene- 
trated by a ray of light which spells hope. From the mael- 
strom of calamitous events a new spirit is emerging 
Adversity ts teaching us to lose our. fears. Reverses are 
bringing home to us the truth that it is Fear that has most 
to be feared. lt is the “I ifth Column ” par exce llence. We 
are realising that only with courage. can we hope io win 
the day, for victory is unto the brave. -We no. longer shun 
the truth. but confront it. We. do hot surrender to agegres- 
sion, but meet it in order to destroy it. The forces of co- 
operation are increasing, for it is seen that only through 
concerted effort can world-wide salvation be acmeved.. Out 
of the present travail and agony of humanity is being born 
a new spirit of indomitable resolution, fortitude, and faith. 
Great stress is laid on morale, It is this morale, this courage, 
this inflexible will to victory that will yet save us all. 
But let us pause t* analyse this spirit. We have seen 
the- truth. let us make sure that we fully realise its 
implications. First, the new spirit is the outcome of the 
conviction that our Cause is wholly just. Secondly, our 
love of freedom has transcended all lesser ¢onsiderations. 
We feel that death itself is far more preferable than life 


in servitude. Lastly—and this is the climax of our new- 


hope~—our belief has grown into an unshakable faith that, 
our Cause being righteous and true, God is with us. “ Thou 
shalt not be afraid of them; for the Lord thy God is with 
thee,” rings again in our hearts. Our Lord of Hosts ts once 
more the God who redeemed Israel from Egypt; the God 
who ever liberates those who truly strive. for freedom; the 
God of Sinai who enjoins Justice and prescribes truth as 
categorical imperatives; the God who leads through the 
wilderness to the Promised Land, bidding us: Fear not. 


UNDER this threefold banner of Liberty, Righteousness, 
and Faith. we march to victory. Against our impree- 
nable spiritual fortress all the armaments of the enemy will 
assuredly be hurled in vain and his malevolent efforts end 
in crushing defeat. Yet the spectre of the old Fear rises 
again. The war will, under Providence, end in Allied victory. 
But what then? Shall Fear dominate at the Peace Confer- 
ence? Shall Suspicion, Egotism, and Mistrust destroy the 
fruits of our unparalleled Sacrifice? ge 

Whilst the New Spirit is yet within us, inspiring us to 
self-abnegation and heroism that scout all thoughts of 
self-interest: whilst this Faith in God and Man is still 
triumphant in our midst, let us resolve, let us vow before 
the God whose help we seek and lean upon, that its sacred 
fire shall not be extinguished within us when the battle 
flames die down. Let us determine that with the same 
courage, sacrifice, and religious faith and ardour we shall 
strive to build up a New World Order—a world from which 
Fear shall be banished for ever, a world in which Peace shall 
be enduring, because it shall be founded in undiscriminating 
Justice, uncompromising Truth, and the fearless recognition 
of God as the Father and Redeemer of all mankind.

JOQURNEY’S END 
A Drama of Our Times 


The following authentic incident that occurred recently 
during the course of its refugee relief work is reported by 
the well-known Hebrew Sheltering and Immigrant Aid 
Society Hias”), of New York. 

Jacob Gabin and his wife Sarah lived in Przemislany, 
Poland. Twenty-five years ago, with their only son Samuel. 
then one year old, they went to Vienna, where they lived 
until the Nazi invasion in March, 1938. Several days after 
the Anschluss, Samuel was arrested by the Gestapo and 
thrown into a concentration camp. Later, he was trans- 
ferred to another; and in the process his parents lost track 
of him and gave up all hope of ever seeing or hearing from 
him. About a year ago Samuel somehow managed to obtain 
an immigration permit to go to England, where he remained 
until July of this year. 

In the meantime, his parents, too, sought and obtained 
permission to reside temporarily in England, without know- 
ing that their son had regained his liberty and was 
living there. In due course, young Gabin obtained an 
immigration visa for the United States as a quota immi- 


grant, and on July 20, 1940, landed at Montreal and went 


on to New York, where he was met by a “ Hias” repre- 
sentative and taken to the “ Hias”’ building for temporary 
shelter. 

Nine days later, the s.s. Cameronia arrived in New York 
harbour. Among the passengers were Jacob and Sarah 
Gabin. They, too, were met by a “ Hias” representative 
and taken to the “Hias” building. While arrangements 
were being made for accommodating Mr. and Mrs. Gabin 
in one of the rooms, they strolled through the lobbies. 
Suddenly, from amidst the throng of strangers there 
appeared before them, aiive and unharmed, their son, 
whom they had already given up as languishing in a Nazi

YUGOSLAVIA’S TURN 


Nazis Press for Jew-Laws 


After having prepared a devil's broth in Rumania and 
Hungary, the Nazis are trying to drag Yugoslavia into the 
Balkan cauldron, 

it is reported that the German and Italian Governments 
have begun to put strong pressure on Yugoslavia to intro- 
duce a regime providing| for more harmonious co-operation 
with the Axis Powers, including the enactment of anti-Jewish 
restrictions, The Nazis and Fascists are demanding that 
lews be ousted from all important political and economic 
positions, and above all from the food trade, 

Vraeme. of Belgrade, which is favourably inclined towards 
Berlin and Rome, echoes the demand for the abolition of 
democratic institutions and the introduction of a totalitarian 
system. Yugoslavia can no longer ignore the fact, says 
Vreme, that it is surrounded by countries in which the 


lewish problem has been solved by their dictators, and it: 


cannot afford the luxury of being democratic. But Yugo- 
slavia, it adds, need not enact the anti-Semitic legislation in 
force in the neighbouring countries. All that ts needed

FOOD SHORTAGE IN POLAND 
Growing Resistance to Nazis 
[By our former Warsaw Correspondent} 


Reports from Poland reaching Britain via _ neutral 
States show that apart from the Lodz district and other 
areas which the Nazis intend to’ incorporate into the 
Ihird Reich, the position of the Jews has not changed for 
the worse. In the Warsaw area, nearly all Jewish doctors 
have been given the nght to work tn various imstitutions, 
and Jewish engineers are being drafted for work in Nazi- 
cortrolled factories. But not all Jewish engineers agree to 
go and there have been cases where Jews were punished 
for refusing to accept jobs. food restrichons against Jews 


continue. in full force, and Jews are already suffering from 


an acute shortage, especially in Lodz and Western 
Poland. 

In the Lublin area, Jews are made to build roads, cut 
timber and do other forced tasks. Thousands are ¢m- 
ployed on river work along the. Vistula, the. Wieprz and 
the Bystrazyca. It is in this area that the food shortage 1s 
worst. Most of the aegrrcultural produce is sent to 
(jermany, and an additional scourge is the large numbers 
of German. soldiers who have been sent to Poland to 
recuperate 

Non-Jews’ Comradeship 


In spite of the oppression, the Nazis meet with growing 
resistance by Poles and Jews alike. In fact, there is a 
closer. co-operation between Jews and progressive Poles 
than ever before. Polish Socialists are showing a fine 
spirit-of comradeship with the suffering Jews, in sharp 
contrast to the spirit of hostility displayed by other sections. 
Some of the latter have increased their hostility to a point 
of co-operation with the Nazis in persecuting the Jews, 
About 50 Polish journalists. are said to be aiding the Nazis 
in preparing anti-Jewish propaganda. The new KURJER 
WarRSZAWSKI, published in Warsaw by the Nazis with the 
help of a few Poles, is becoming more and more out- 
spokenly anti-Jewish, It is characteristic that m it the 
Jews are attacked as being “Communists” and a danger 
to Poland. Thus the “Communist” bogyv is again held 
up by the Nazis in Poland regardless of Hitler's pact with 


Russia. 


Second only to the lack of food is the lack of news. 
The Jews in Poland have no papers of any kind, and are 
forced to depend on the German or German-controlled 
Press. As suggested in Tue Jewish CHRONICLE last week, 
the B.B.C. would. do a great service by introducing 
news bulletins in Yiddish for the benefit of millions of 
suffering Jews in Eastern Europe. More could also be done 


‘to bring about the infiltration of news into Poland in other 


ways. 


FORBIDDEN FRUIT 


The State Food Department in Germany has forbidden 
Jews to purchase fruit without special permits. 

This restriction. is a severe blow to Jews in view of the 
great use made by them of unrationed fruit as a substitute 
for rationed articles of food, which they experience great 
difficulty in obtaining. 


THE FATE OF BERNARD LECACHE 


The weekly pro-British paper MARIANNE has been sus- 


pended for three months for having published an article 


by M. Bernard Lecache, the well-known French Jewish 
anti-Nazi leader, to whom authorisation to republish his 
pe Vivre was recently refused. 

“ Bernard Lecache,” runs the official statement, “is a 
militant Jew whose former activity was sufficiently harm- 
ful to France for him to be placed in a position in which 
he cannot continue to harm our country, 

M. Lecache, during the past few years, was in the fore- 
front in organising opposition to France’s pro-Nazi and 
anti-Jewish Fifth Column. Now his revengeful enemies 


are in the saddle. 


The Nazi Gauleiter of Alsace-Lorraine has officially announced 
the introduction of the Nuremberg Jew-laws in his territory. 
All male Jews still remaining have been ordered, as in Germany, 
to adopt the additional name of “ Israel,” Similar decrees have 


been issued in Luxembourg. 
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AMERICAN ANTI-SEMITISM_IN 
FIGURES 


A Catholic Survey 


A nation-wide survey to determine the extent to which 
religious and racial bigotry exists in the United States 
to-day is being undertaken by the Voice, the organ of the 
Committee of Catholics for Human Rights, and Amerx ‘ 
the Catholic review. 

A warning against efforts to spread racial and other dis- 
cord in America was sounded by Mr. Louis Johnson 
former Assistant Secretary of War, in a recent address to 
the annual convention of the National Association of 
Broadcasters. “ To-day,” he said, “ non-American doctrines 
that cowered in the darkness of the past have raised thei; 
ugly heads. They do not ask: Is this man a useful 
citizen? They pit native-born with foreign-born. 
They sow se¢ds of hate among sects and creeds.” 

Action to expose the backers of un-American pamphlets 
and periodicals is contemplated by the Department of 
Justice. A Federal State Conference on I aw Enforcement 
Problems of National Defence, held at the Department, 
passed a resolution stating that “the publication and dis- 
semination of all papers, pamphicts, leaflets, and other 
printed matter having for its purpose the undermining of 
American principles of government is hereby condemned.” 
While the did not specifically mention: anti- 
Semitic literature or Nazi propaganda, these were discussed 
at the Executive session at which the resolution was framed. 


HENRY FORD AGAIN 
Alleged Backing of Jew-Baiters 


Henry Ford is continuing to aid widespread anti-Jewish 
propaganda in the United States, alleges the newspaper 
P.M., published in New York. The paper states that Ford 
workers, when they enter and leave their plants, read such 
signs as “Jews Teach Communism.” “Jews Teach 
Atheism,” and “ Jews Control Moncey.” 

It is also alleged that Mr. W. J. Cameron, a Ford Company 
official, is head of the anti-Semitic Anglo-Saxon Federation 
of America. He is said at. present to be endeavouring to 
convince Protestant ministers that “Jesus was not a Jew 
in order to remove one strong opposition group to Hitler 
propaganda. 


Anti-Semitic fvterature . distributed bythe Federation: | 
carries, it ts declared, endorsements from Ford, who | 


allegedly says that even if the “Protocols of Zion” are 
false they are probably true in essence. 

it will be recalled that in 1923 and 1925 the “ Protocols ” 
were published in Ford's DEARBORN INDEPENDENT, but that, 
after several lawsuits, Ford retracted his anti-Jewish attacks. 
Some time ago Ford was presented by Hitler with the 
Golden Eagle,.the highest Nazi decoration, 


STORM OVER ‘JESTEM POLAKIEM’ 


‘English Catholic Paper Defends 
Polish Jew-Baiters 


{From a Correspondent} 


Extreme bitterness has been caused in Polish democratic 
circles in London by an untimely defence of the Fascist and 
anti-Semitic nmewspaper JesTeM PoLakiem which has 
appeared in the Heratp. To the amazement of 
many leading Polish Catholic writers, the CaTHOLIC HERALD 
publishes a counter-charge that WiADOMOSCI PoLsSkKie®, which 
is published in London, represents the views of the Jewish 
minority. Anyone who has read the paper knows that 
this is completely untrue. Neither is the paper the “mouth- 
piece” of “Polish Jews or Jewish Poles,” as the Rev. 
Stanislaw Belch, of -JestemM POLAKIEM, is quoted as saying. 

it is sufficient to read the last issue of WiIADOMOSCI POLSKIE 
to realise the falsity of these allegations. On one page 
is a list of contributors, among whom are leading Catholics 
such as Professor Stanislaw Stronski, ex-leader of the Polish 
Endeks and now the Minister for Information in the Polish 
Cabinet. He was also for some time Editor of the KuRJER 
WARSZAWSK!, the leading Catholic conservative paper in 
Poland. Most of the others are also leading Catholics. 
True, there aré a few of Jewish origin, including the famous 
Polish poet Slonimski, and Julian Tuwim, whom even the 
most extreme anti-Semites recognise as being the greatest 


living Polish poet. But the bulk of the writers are Poles, 


Catholics, Conservatives, and anti-Semites. 
Equally false is the statement that its circulation has 
been prohibited in the Polish Army. It is true, as alleged 
that the paper was burned by some Polish soldiers in camps 
in Great Britain. But this only goes to show how harmful 
already are the effects of Jestem Porakiem. The lie that the 
paper is Jewish has spread together with the anti-Jewish 
propaganda carried on by JesTeEM POLAKIEM. 
The claim made bv the Rev. Mr. Belch that there ts 
nothing in Jestem Porakiem which could reasonably 
be interpreted as anti-Semitic is simply fantastic. Apart 
from the sermon by a Polish priest in London with its 
obnoxious references to “Jewish Communists,” etc., the 
very first issue boasted in its leading article that the people 
connected with it were those “ who had been sent to prison 
for anti-Semitism in Poland.” The same issue said that 
they meant to continue the traditions of the “Prosto Z 
Mostu,” a group known for its pogrom activities. If this 
is not sufficient to make JesTEM POLAKIEM a paper which 
can reasonably be interpreted as anti-Semitic, what is? 
The Herato’s defence of Dr. Seyda is also 
clumsy. It is true that his paper in Poznan was nationalistic. 
But it is not true that “it was little, if at all, concerned 
with Jews.” It was, in fact, strongly anti-Jewish and largely 


contributed to Poznan’s becoming a hotbed of anti- 
- Semitism. Sometimes nearly half the paper was devoted to 


anti-Jewish propaganda.

authorities, it was declared that “ the precedent of permitting 
the use of the Synagogue for otlier than specifically con-

FARMING IN DOMINICA 
Refugee Settlers Making Good 


Dr. Joseph A. Rosen, a leading figure in American 
philanthropic and resettlement work, who has just returned 
to New York from a four months’ stay in Sosua, in the 
Dominican Republic, reports that 50 pioncer settlers there, 
now that they are adjusted to a sub-tropical climate, are 
already earning their bread. 

The first group of thirty-five refugees selected in England 
for the Sosua scheme has left a British port as the vanguard 
of 400 trainees and settlers to be selected from among 
refugees in Britain, Sir Herbert Emerson, Director of the 
Inter-Governmental Refugee Committee, announced this 
week. Selection of the other settlers is now in progress 

The Sosua colony was visited recently by Mr. Alfred 
Wage, the well-known American economist, who has 
specialised in the agricultural problems of Latin American 
nations. He reported that within six months the colonists 
had placed 600 acres under cultivation. The project, com- 
mented Mr. Wage, “is final proof that the canard that 
Jews do not make good farmers is false.”

POLAND 


THE first vear of the war, just completed, has seen 
the end—if only for the time being—of the Polish 
State as it existed in September of last year. The 
occasion offers an opportunity, therefore, for reflection 
upon that country’s present course and its future role 
in the European economy. 

lhe thoughts which spring from such reflection are 
inspired by no spirit of enmity to the Polish Govern- 
ment and people. That must be most emphatically 
declared. Like the animadversions that have appeared 
recently in these columns they are inspired rather by 
an earnest wish that the Poles who, like the Jews, 
have known only too bitterly the slings and arrows 
of national adversity, and, again like the Jews, have 
nevertheless preserved unbroken their faith in. their 
destiny, should at long last come into thew own 4s 
free men universally respected when the present con- 
flict is finished. But it would be hypocritical to pretend 
that Jews throughout the world have not been shocked 
and grieved at the evidence that the bad old anti-Jewish 
feeling amongst certain important Polish circles still 
survives the stress of common danger and. suffering. 
Concern and dismay arise not merely from. the 
possible consequences to the Jews or to the Poles. It 
is because of the effects upon the whole struggle in 
which the forces of civilisation are now engaged that 
the gravest anxiety is experienced. 

Poland was the first target at Which the slave-driving 
armies of Hitler armed. She .was the first to offer 
armed resistance to the war against liberty. This at 
once brought Britain into the conflict on the side of 
the attacked nation, and in pursuit of its ideals of 
justice and liberty. If, therefore, Poland itself should 
repudiate the principles of freedom and brotherhood 
in ws dealings with a section of its own people, the 
whole of the purposes and professions of Britain: in 
this war would be stultified. It would. constitute <a 
threat to that new Europe, based on justice to all men, 
which the Allies envisage as the happy epilogue to 
the present tragedy. The new Europe cannot be part 
bound and part free. A Jew-discriminating, minority- 
hunting Polish polity would be a bleak proclamation 
that the war for freedom -had been really tost. 

Never let it be forgotten that it was the oppression 
of minorities that in great part led to the present 
explosion. . The Nazis have, indeed, used ‘minorities 
as a cloak for every one of their acts. of brutal 
aggression. A democratic era which still preserved 
within its system. the malignant disease of munority 
persecution would be an era doomed to fresh unrest, 
disturbance, and probably bitter strife, and the war 
of to-day would have been fought in vain. That is 
why this matter of the Polish attitude to tts Jewish 
minority 18 no matter solely. for Jews or Poles but for 
the future of the entire world. 

But it does, directly’ and vitally, affect the Polish 
people too. What did all the anti-Semitic passions of 
pre-war Poland do, except undermine the unity and 
Strength of the country? Let Poland's pro-Nazis ask 
themselves how their country benefited’ from their 
incendiary plotting, and what, .apart from Jewish 
suffering, it accomplished other than the preparing of 
the way tor the Nazi invaders? If, even now, that 
calamitous lesson has not been borne in upon them, 
let them turn their eyes to Rumania, where their 
spiritual brethren, the 
Guards, played the German game just as effectively 
and are now, disillusioned and ridiculous in the eyes 
of the world, in open revolt against their former 
friends. 

A tree and freedom-giving Poland will be able to 
play an immense part in the pacification and stabilisa- 
tion of the new Europe, if it truly breaks with the 
bad old past. It can be one of the chief guardians 
standing sentinel over the physical and _ spiritual 
advances won by the sweat and blood and tears of the 
present conflict. It can place itself in line with the two 
great democracies now joined in a historic brotherhood 
for the preservation of everything worth prizing in 
human life. This would be a great, a splendid, and an 
honourable mission which would make the name of 
Poland illustrious in human annals. Would it not, we 
ask, be a more inspiring mission than the perpetuation 
of cruel enmities and internal strife, binding Poland 
and her people inexorably to the wheel of national 
weakness and decay? 


anti-Jewish pro-Nazi Iron 


There are signs, happily, that this truer vision of the 
Polish future is penetrating the souls of some of the 
Polish leaders. The refusal of a seat on the National 
Council to a representative of the hate-crazed Naras 
is one of them. Above all, we have had this week's 
frank and outspoken declarations of General Sikorski, 
the head of the Polish Government: “ The Poland we 
should recreate would be fully democratic and, I hope, 
imbued with a true Christian spirit. Freedom would 
not merely be a word.” In that aspiration let him and 
his people persevere. Then Kosciuszko's cry of defeat, 
‘Finis Poloniae.” will once more prove only a 
premature cry of despair. Then Poland will indeed 
live again in prosperity and honour! 


THE DAY OF NATIONAL PRAYER 


Next Sunday, the first Sunday after the anniversary of 
the outbreak of war. is. by the wish of the King, to be 
observed as a Dav of National Prayer. On that solemn 
occasion Jews will unite with their fellow-citizens in 
supplication for delivery from the terrors that threaten our 
beloved country, and entreat Divine protection for those 
who are venturing their lives in the nation’s cause, comfort 
for those whose loved ones are in jeopardy, healing for 
the wounded, and solace for those bereaved by the dread 
chances of war. They will pray for the peace for which 
they yearn and for the implanting of “a new heart and a 
faithful spirit in the nations, so that envy and hatred perish 
from among the children of men,” and they will give voice 
to the longing within them that ~ confidence, justice, and 
liberty may be the fruits of peace for all the dwellers on 
eartn, 


In this union of prayer, this drawing near to the Divine 
judement seat, it cannot. but be that new courage will be 
found, new fortitude against the dangers which multiply 
day and night around us, new faith that the cause in which 
we have drawn the sword is one of simple righteousness, 
new strength to persevere, under God, till victory is won. 
For assuredly there can be no wavering at this: decisive 
hour. Least of all can Jews, looking back on the first 
stage of the war, and noting how it has fulfilled the worst 
and most tragic forecasts of what would betall their people, 
wish to hesitate, to compromise, to fail, before right securely 
triumphs and dife is made free and tolerable tor themselves 
and. their fellows. It is devoutly to be hoped that they 
will flock to the synagogues and there, m solemn relance 
on the Architect of tthe Universe, dedicate themselves to 
the work of beating down iniquity and preparing a better 
and radiant day alike for the greatest-and the meanest of 
all God's children. 


THE EHRLICH FILM 


PHERE is now being shown in London a film dealing 
with the career of the great scientist and pathologist, Paul 
Ehrlich. But although Ehriich, whose work, rich in 
blessing. for mankind, marked more than one important 
milestone in the progress of medicine, was a Jew, that fact 
is Only hinted at in the film, and for that reason, perhaps, 
received no mention in the principal press reviews to date. 
Probably the omission would be justified on the ground that 
the Jewish aspect of the picture was only a_ part of the 
wider theme which the producers were anxious to stress— 
the fight against intolerance in general. Very likely, too, 
the creators of another noteworthy film— The Life of 
Emile Zola ’—-would have advanced exactly the same 
argument in explanation of the scant reference in that 
picture to Dreyfus’s Jewish birth. Yet there is very good 
ground for the contention that this line of’ thought is 
mistaken. 


A DISSERVICE TO THE ALLIES 

Arter all, and as a-matter of sheer justice, a people 
constantly on the rack because of the evil types with which 
it is supposed, mostly lyingly, to scourge the world, can 
rightly be given credit for the great benefactors it has given 
to mankind, There was no particular reluctance on the 
part of the press to mention the Jewish origin of Trotsky 
when that individual recently died. Why must the 
Jewishness of Ehrlich be covered up or forgotten? More- 
over, fair-play in this matter would have served a wider 
cause than the merely Jewish one. This was recognised 
by Mr. Churchill in his last speech, when he pointedly 
remarked that “since the Germans drove out the Jews and 
lowered their technical standards, our science is definitely 
ahead of theirs.” Surely if Ehrlich’s Jewish origin had been 
made very clear in the film it would have come as a vivid 
illustration of the bestial folly of Jew-persecution and 
of the whole course of Nazi tyranny against which this 
country is fighting. 


MISSING AN OPPORTUNITY 


Mucu has begn made by the Nazis themselves—and no 
doubt by their apologists elsewhere—of the allegedly 
excessive part played by Jews in the German’ medical pro- 
fession, and on this ground, absurd in many ways, the 
rough treatment of Jewish medical men has been justified 
by the Gérman terrorists. There is, indeed, no doubt that 
had Ehrlich been alive to-day he would have been an exile 
from his native land in this or some other country. It is, 
therefore, profoundly regrettable that a fact so damning to 
Nazi wickedness, and conversely so helpful to the Allies, 
should have been soft-pedalled in the Ehrlich film. Producers 
essaying in future to deal with others of the great Jewish 
heroes who have spent themselves in the service of humanity 
would do well to consider afresh the policy followed in 
the past, if only to foster the tolerance and brotherhood 
which must flourish if the world is ever to be truly at peace. 


-RUMANIA’S FATE 


THe Nazi-cum-PFascist “diktat” which has reduced the 
kinggom of Rumania to a shadow of her recent self comes, 
of course, with especial cynicism from a country which 
has been thundering for years against the Versailles 
‘Diktat”” and has made it the excuse for oné aggression 
after another. Little surprise, however. need be felt at a 
piece of unscrupulousness so wholly in line with past 
proceedings, such as the signing of bogus treaties of non- 
aggression with the predestined victims of invasion, or the 
monumental renunciation of the war against Boishevism. 
Nor, sympathise as-one may with the desperate situation 
in which the Rumanians now find themselves, can one resist 
the reflection that their Government has itself played fast 
and loose with its own friendships, scurrying from the Allied 
guarantee to an abject submission to the Axis when the 
Allied fortunes were at their lowest ebb. But fear is to-day 
master of the Continent of Europe, and fear of engulfment 
by the Nazi, tide or the Russian hordes brooks no fine 
scruples of honour. The same fear and its resultant moral 
deterioration which yesterday handed Rumanian territories 
to foreign Dictators had, the day before, led to the 
denationalisation of a host of Rumanian Jews in obedience 
to local anti-Semitism, and induced the Rumanian King to 
strike up an alhance with the lron Guards, the then 
protégés of Hitler, and the enemies of the Jews and of 
his own throne. 


Ihe latest act of Axis tyranny means the continuance 
of the process hy which Jewssh Communities are swepl irom 
one Power to another like so many cattle Unlike 
the previous dismemberments of Rumania by Bulgaria and 
Russia, # offers not even the hope of better treatment, at 
least physically, for such Jewish victims as there may be. 
A change from Rumania to Hungary is for Jews only a 
change of oppressors Ihe common subservience of the 
two countries to Berlin makes any preoccupation with the 
question of which is the lesser evil fruitless and unnecessary. 
All that remains 1s to pray and work for an Allied victory 
for the sake of Jew and non-Jew alike 


EARL WINTERTON AND THE REFUGEES 

IN the recent refugees debate in the House of Commons, 
Earl. Winterton -made the statement that after the aliens 
in this country were interned there was much less leakage 
of imtormation from Britain to. the enemy than had 
previously been the case. The seriousness of this remark, 
in-its effect upon the refugees, hardly needs to be under- 
lined, and must have been present to the mind of Lord 
Winterton himself. In earlier discussions, the ‘challenging 
question had been put as to whether there had been a single 
instance of proved refugee treachery to this country. But 
no case could be cited, and the Under-Secretary of the 
Home Department explicitly stated in the debate referred 
to, and not for the first time, that there was no evidence 
that any of the wholly free refugees had been concerned 
in any hostile act of a serious character. It is not a little 
hard, therefore, that aliens should be subjected to a vague 
and general innuendo such as that to which his Lordship 
gave utterance and which the Home Secretary appears tacitly 
to have endorsed, 


Ihe New Statesman points out that the beginning of 
the internment policy coincided with the disappearance 
of half a dozen neutral channels for the transmission 
of information, to say nothing of the departure. of 
the Italian Ambassador and staff. Hence, the fact of 
the diminished leakage. if it is a fact, is not surprising. To 
connect it with the wholesale internment of German refugees 
is gratuitous and, as we have seen, in its effects deplorable. 
If there is any evidence in support of it, it should be pub- 
lished. The country would then at least have an oppor- 
tunity of analysing the evidence and tracing if possible the 
true source of any leakage, 


MANCHESTER'S RELIGIOUS AUTONOMY 


IN a recent statement to the Manchester Shechita Board, 
the President, Mr. R. Barrow-Sicree, announced that the 
Executive of that body believed that the time had come for 
some greater recognition, in the form of “a ‘kind of 
autonomy,” to be granted to the local Jewish Community in 
religious matters. In support of the proposal, he adduced 
the comparatively new fact of the. establishment of a 
Communal Rabbinate for Manchester and Salford, and the 
considerable number of religious questions which required 
local and prompt attention. | The proposal deserves to be 
explored, if only because the wider the duties thrown upon 
any community the greater is likely to be its sense of 
responsibility for its own religious welfare. Much must, 
however, depend upon the nature of the questions that 
demand speedy handling on the spot. 


If they were of far-reaching consequence, and not com- 
paratively minor points, it would be difficult to lay down 
a rule that they could be disposed of without reference to 
the highest ecclesiastical authority. If such a safeguard were 
disregarded, and the practice extended to other Provincial 
Jewries, then the prestige of the Chief Rabbinate would be in 
considerable danger, and the discordant religious practices 
in the community, of which so much has been said and 
written, might largely increase, to say nothing of the 
divisions which would arise if the decisions taken were in 
conflict with the views held in the highest religious quarters. 
Nevertheless, the Manchester suggestion does pose once 
again the question of the limits of London and Provincial 
power in these matters, and indeed the whole question 
of our religious organisation, now rendered the more difficult 
by the virtual cessation of the Chief Rabbi's pastoral tours. 
One of our most urgent post-war tasks will be to endeavour 


to bring coherence and inspiration into our religious system.

DROP IN GLASGOW GUARDIANS’ 
INCOME 


Depleted Ranks of Workers 


[From our Correspondent) 


The income of the Glasgow Jewish Board of Guardians 
has suffered a severe set-back during the seven months 
ending July 31, 1940. The revenue for that period amounted 
to £2.076-—a decrease of £1,086 compared with the corre- 
sponding period of 1939. On the other hand, the expendi- 
ture was £347 higher than, that for the same period last year 
—-£3,090, against £2,743. 

These figures were given by Sir Maurice Bloch, J.P. 
Treasurer, at a meeting of the Board last week. Sir Maurice 
said that the expenditure for June amounted to £638, 
against £260 for the same month last year, while for July 
the figures were: 1940—-£478; 1939-4338. The income for 
June totalled £791, compared with £705 last year, while for 
July it amounted to £493, an increase of £146 over the same 
month in 1939. Sir Maurice said that every item of income 
showed a decline, but the chief sources affected were sub- 
scriptions and the Board Auxiliary. Owing to the ranks of 
their collectors being depleted as the result of the war, he 
appealed to subscribers to send in their contributions. 

The difficulties with which the Board Auxiliary had to 
contend were referred to by Mr. A. Lever, who said that 
it was impossible, under existing conditions, for the 
Auxiliary to organise functions on the same scale as in 
normal times, and the number of their workers and sub- 
scribers was continually being reduced by the calls of 
military service and other war activitics. 

The Board decided to review the position regarding the 
payments being made to individual refugees, and Sir 
Maurice Blech. Mr. E. Isaacs, M.B.E.. J.P... Mr. J. Hamson, 
J.P... and Mr. H. Norton were appointed to inquire into 
the matter and report back to the Council. Mr. B. Strump, 
L.P., presided at the meeting. 


NEW HOSTEL READY FOR 
GLASGOW EVACUEES 


Education Plans for Castle Douglas 


The hostel which has been established at Castle Douglas, 
Kirkcudbrightshire, for Glasgow Jewish evacuee children is 
now ready for occupation, and the children will take up 
residence there shortly. 

Details of the scheme were given by Mr. L. Daects, J.P., 
when he presided at a meeting of the Glasgow Jewish 
Evacuees Hostel Committee last week. He stated that the 
Department of Health for Scotland had approved of the 
project, while the Government, in conjunction with the 
Education Authorities had completely furnished and 
equipped the hostel. Arrangements had also been made 
for the evacuees to altend Castle Douglas High School, 
which was situated in the vicinity. 

It was agreed to offer the position of superintendent and 
headmaster at the hostel—to be entirely responsible for the 
religious instruction and discipline of the children—to Mr. 
M. Michaels, headmaster of the Oueen’s Park Hebrew 
School, Glasgow, and ts offer the post of matron to Mrs. 
C. Capler, with Mr. C. Caplan acting as economic adviser. 

The thanks of the Committee were expressed to the 
Garnethill Hebrew Congregation, Glasgow, for their. offer 
to lend a Sefer Torah for use at the hostel. «el 

The meeting was informed that Mrs. C. Lubin, matron, 
and Mr. Lubin, of the hostel at Skelmorlie, had tendered 
their resignation.

THE BOOK OF DIVINE 
COMMANDMENTS 


Maimonides’ Sefer Ha-Mitzvoth. Translated. with fore- 


word and explanatory Notes. By Rasp: B, CHAVEL. 
Vol. 1. Soncino Press. 12s. 6d.

In his “ Sefer. Hamitzvoth™ Maimonides built up. the 
foundation for his “ Mishna Jonah.” one of the greatest 
works of its kind ever produced by one man, . The “ Sefer 
Hamitzvoth ” consists of three parts: (1) a short but in- 
structive introduction, (2) a treatise, in which Maimonides 
formulates fourteen roots, or principles, from which emerge 
the definitions of the Commandments to be included in the 
613 Commandments; (3) the 613 Commandments. which 
Maimonides enumerates and substantiates, and which he 
divides into two sections: the positive (248) and the negative 
(365) Commandments 

Ihe desire of Rabbi Chavel to present the “ Sefer 
Hamitzvoth of Maimonides, in.an English rendering 
deserves praise. But the work lacks exactness. The intro- 
duction of Maimonides Rabbi Chavel leaves out altogether. 
Of the Treatise of the fourteen roots he only gives the first 
paragraph of each “ root” and leaves out the comments and 
arguments that foilow each “root” paragraph, adding, in 
each case, only a sentence or two from the comments (pp. 
‘-6). There ts no justification for giving “the Fourteen 
Roots only im summary form” (see p. xxiv). By leaving 
out the introduction and the main parts of the treatise of the 
fourteen roots Rabbi Chavel has deprived his work of two 
essential portions of the “Sefer Hamitzvoth.” 

After cach Commandment Rabbi Chavel gives “ Notes.” 
These. “ Notes” in their present form are unnecessary. 
Such * Notes ” should be full-and idequate, or they should 
not be there at all the translation should also have been 


more exact. There are a number of disturbing inaccuracies. 
On p. xxu Rabbi Chavel refers to the treatise “ Megillot 
Esther Rabbi Chavel might have given. .in a footnote, 


the two reasons which the author of the treatise gives at 
the end of his introduction for calling his work “ Megillot 
Esther Witheut those reasons such a title for that treatise 
sounds absurd. With those reasons the title is fascinating 

It is to be hoped that in the second volume of this work 
Rabbi Chavel will give, in addition to the Negative Com- 
mandments, a translation of Maimonides’. introduction. and 
a full translation of the whole treatise of the fourteen roots. 
An adequate commentary at the end of the book will be 
welcome, But it must all be done with strict exactness.

CHILDREN 


Pilgrims To Palestine. By EimMa Levincer 
Jewish Publication Seciety of America. — $1.50.

This 1s a collection of Jewish. short stories for children, 
which would make a good prize for a Hebrew class; and a 
good birthday present for any Jewish child. The story of 
the pilgrims starts im. the twelfth century with Jehuda 
Halevi, and traces, perhaps uncoftisciously, the conflict 
between Jews and Arab through the centuries up to the 
present time. 

Another section of the- book deals with little-known 
communities of Jews in Abyssinia, Tripoli, China, and other 
far-off lands, which make a romantic. appeal to child and 
adult alike. Perhaps less easy of credetice to the adult is 
the section dealing with America the Beautiful, a Utopia, 
where anti-Semitism does not rear its ugly. head and the 
Jewish. child ts respected: the more when he asserts his 


‘Judaism. Would that it were so' 


However, the young reader will be interested in the school 
life of his coreligionists over the sea. There is a definite 
need for such juvenile literature in England. 


A SOLDIER’S LIFE 


Journey Without End. By Francis A. WATERHOUSE. 
Stanley Paul. 9s. 6d. net.

At a time like this the life of a soldier, told 
unpretentiously but most attractively, has a special interest. 

Some years before 1914 the author, who hails from a 
Derbyshire village—his uncle was the proprietor of the 
famous Grouse Inn on the Hayficld-Glossop road-—enlisted 
in the army to the disgust of various other relatives--both 
his brothers cut him when he turned up in uniform, both 
of them subsequently fell in the war. Mr. Waterhouse ts 
what Spaniards call “simpatico™; characteristically there 
is among the illustrations none of himself, but while 
describing the duties, the toil, the relaxations, and the perils 
of peace no less than of war that fell to the lot of a gunner 
in the old army he incidentally. as it were, introduces him- 
self. Here is the simple Englishman, and what would we 
not give for a similar book written by one of the archers ol 
Henry the Fifth? We are in turn thrilled, shocked, and 
amused as ‘we turn these pages, but mn a brief review there 
is no space for any of the adventures here recorded. Some 
of them are decidedly macabre, thank Heaven none are 
facetious and many are most enlightening, such as that of 
the little Gurkha with swollen feet, who pointed out that 
he had come to France to kill Germans and not-to march 
five of them back to our lines as prisoners

last words. That ts what his grateful readers will wish for 
him. Like this country he will always muddle through 
afier a lifetime tn arms, including service with the French 
Foreign Legion.

ADJUSTING CLUB LIFE TO 
AIR RAIDS 


Usefulness Must Not Be Diminished 


[From our Clubs Correspondent] 


In spite of numerous actual and potential air-raids on 
London during the past week Jewish club life does not, 
on the face of it, appear to have been seriously interfered 
with. London Maccabi for example had a comparatively 
good attendance on Thursday evening to hear a lecture on 
the psychology of humour. However, it would be foolish 
if club leaders deluded themselves that this will continue 
if night raids become a regular occurrence. 

Loss of sieep will cause members to retire to bed at the 
earliest possible hour after their day's work is finished. This 
will strike at the most important and useful period of the 
club's day, 7.30-i11 p.m. Channels must be explored to see 
that the club's usefulness to its members is diminished as 
little as possible. The adjustments will include changes in 
hours of opening. For example, Jewish clubs could open on 
Saturday afternoon for such activities—-and there are many—~ 
as are not out of keeping with the Sabbath. Rabbinical opinion 
on the matter could be obtamed. It will be remembered that 
some clubs have opened regularly on Friday evening without 
offending the susceptibilities of the orthodox. Few clubs have 
made a poimt of opening on Sunday mornings and afternoons, 
the reason being that members have usually wandered from the 
home ground on that day. There will probably be much less 
“ wandering “ these days, people preferring to be reasonably 
near home 

A factor that the clubs with approved shelters or blast-proof 
rooms can exploit will be the increasing: desire to be in the 
company of people in bright and cheerful surroundings, rather 
than remain tn uncomfortable dugouwts or shelters. Under such 
conditions members would not want to rush off to a public sheltc:

This idea gives the act a dignity and 
a holy glamour which render it something 
very much more than a mere social courtesy. 
The Nazis would, perhaps, despise it as weak 
sentimentality. We, on the contrary, rightly 
look upon it as a sign of strength, because it 
is the sort. of thing that makes for Jewish 
unity and solidarity, 


THE DEPARTED 


The same applies to the rites for the 
departed. In most Jewish Communities 
there is what is known as a Chevra Kadisha, 
or “ Holy Brotherhood,” which undertakes 
the duties of preparing the dead for their 
last rest. The body is but dust, but the clay 
shell which has housed the soul is regarded 
by us as sacred, to be treated with care and 
reverence to the last.

Skilled men are away on other more 
important work, so you must learn 
to do the little household repairs 
vourself. They're quite easy when 
you know how! 


ABOUR is getting scarce these days, 
a as men are wanted for vital war work: 
<o the housewife has seriously to con- 
sider fitting herself to perform the many odd 
jobs that formerly demanded the attentions 
of a skilled mah. Any woman who has 
grasped the intricacies of housekeeping plus 
the complicated business of catering for a 
family can with a little effort herself do the 
maiorits of practical repairs that are con- 
stantly needed in the average household. 
if vou are still able to call im a man to 
put on a new.tap washer, carefully note what 
he does for future reference. And take 
similar note when the electrician comes to 
do such simple repairs as mend. a. fuse or 
refit a plug from which the flex has pulled. 
But just in case vou find no further oppor- 
tunities. for first-hand practical demonstra- 
tions in these tasks, here is a brief guide to 
procedure: 


Jewish Cookery

TOMATOES 


Rich in health-giving vitamins, they also 
contain all the mineral salts the body needs, 
and either raw or cooked tomatoes are a wel 
come addition to every mea! Growing 
children. will greatly. benefit by a. liberal 
supply in their diet. Serve them with brown 
bread and butter for breakfast or tea, and 
the “tinies” can have them sieved, . For a 
simple salad, skin and slice the tomatoes, 
sprinkle with finely chopped chives or onion 
and dress with French dressing 

lo skin «= Put in a bowl, cover with boiling 
water and leave for | minute.” Plunge in 
cold water and the skin will peel off quite 
easily. Cut with a serrated knile 

hes are particularly attractive if they are 
cut across in six portions about two-thirds 
down and opened out like a flower... Put a 
stuffed olive, a litthe mayonnaise or tny 
cream. cheese balls in: the centre and serve 
surrounded. with shredded lettuce or cress 
Ihe cream. cheese can be mixed with 
chopped. olives,. gherkins, or Capers (or 
ground nuts) and seasoned with salt and 
peppe! roll into tiny balls. 


Stuffed Tomatoes 


with various savoury filling 
tomatoes make excellent. luncheon dishes. 
either hot or cold. Choose tomatoes that 
are not too small, cut aslice off the top, scoop 
out pulp: and season cup with salt and 
pepper. Any pulp that ts not used in the 
filling can be added to stews or sauces. Here 
are some suggestions for cold fillings: 

(1) Cold cooked vegetables, diced, with a 
little grated onion and chopped capers. 
Dress with any kind of salad dressing 

(2) Finely minced chicken (or veal) and 
tongue; add hk litthe chopped parsley. Season 
to taste and moisten with mayonnaise. 

(3) klaked cooked fish with diced cucum- 
ber, a little tomato pulp and mayonnaise. 

(4) Diced celery and apple or diced pine- 
apple and raw carrot moistened with salad 
cream or mayonnaise. Serve the stuffed 
tomatoes on a nest of mustard and cress or 
surround with shredded lettuce and tufts of 
watercress. 


Hot Stuffed Tomatoes 


(1) For six large tomatoes: Six. table- 
spoontuls of spinach purée, | teaspoonful 
grated onion, | tablespoonful tomato pulp, 
salt and pepper. Fill up tomato cases, 
sprinkle with breadcrumbs, and bake in a 
moderate oven for half an hour. 

(2) Four piled tablespoonfuls bread- 
crumbs, a small onion, chopped and fried 
till soft but not brown, a teaspoonful each 
anchovy essence, chopped capers and parsley, 
4 OZ. margarine, and sufficient tomato pulp 
tO moisten. 

(3) Any kind of finely minced meat or 
poultry, well flavoured, and mixed with a 
spoonful or two cooked rice or bread- 
crumbs, and moistened with tomato pulp 
and thick gravy. 

(4) Cooked rice and curry sauce or cooked 
rice mixed with an equal quantity of grated 
cheese and a little chopped parsley. Moisten 
with tomato pulp. 

(5) Scald a few sausages, remove skins, 
and mix sausage meat with an equal quantity 
of mashed fato and a litthey chopped 
parsiey. Moisten with tomato pulp. |

There’s no mystery 
about tap- washers, fuses, 


or plugs 


@ To Put ona Tap Washer 


if it is a main tap, vou must turn off the 
water at the main. In most houses there 
is a tap either under the sink or close to i; 
otherwise vou must find the stop-cock for 
the house, which is usually in the front 
garden, under a little metal trap. You should 
have readily accessible one of those specialls 
made keys for turning it off, with long metal 
handies and crossbars, which are to be had 
at any ironmongers. Having turned off the 
water, by dropping the key on to the under- 
ground tap, and turning it to the left as far 
as it will go..unscrew the tap needing atten- 
tion in the house by means of an adjustable 
spanner or a pair of pliers, and have a cloth 
ready to place quickly over the tap, out of 
which a certain amount of water still left 
in the pipe is bound to spurt, . 

Lift the tap out of its seating, remove any 
bits of worn-out washer that remain, and 
carefully put the new washer into place. 
Always have washers ready by vou betore 
vou remove the tap. Screw the tap back, 
and at the same time turn the tap on—-that 
is, in the opposite direction to which you 
screw its base. Tighten it with the spanner, 
and adjust the tap to turn easily off and on. 
_ For hot-water taps, if the water is not 
too hot, you can proceed without turning 
off the main if you turn on all the other 
hot-water. taps in the house, thus reducing 
the How of the tap you are mending. The 
same apphies to cold-water laps running off 
the cistern. 

It is best to provide yourself with two 
different sizes of washer, because it is diffi- 
cult to see from outside the tap the measure- 
ment of the washer required inside. 


@ To Mend Fuses 


Thoroughly investigate the electric system, 
and find out which fuses in the various 
boxes control which lights by taking them 
out one by one and then observing which 
lights have gone out. Then mark with an 
indelible pencil on the wall the fuses that 
control specific lights. You will find that 
this extra precaution will save you a lot of 
trouble and difficulty if the fuses do actually 
LO 

lo mend the fuse, pull the insulated plug 
out, unscrew the little connecting bolts. at 
both ends, remove any broken or burnt wire, 
and refit a piece of new fuse wire, screwing 
the ends firmly but not too tightly, other- 
wise you will cut the wire. 

Fuses very often blow because an electric 
plug is faulty, or when the wire in the plug 
of a lamp or vacuym cleaner or iron has 
nearly worn or burnt through. Go. over 
these points, and pull the wire that leads 
into the plugs to make sure it is fixed firmly.

If it comes away. vou will have discovered 
the cause of the fuse failure, for the con- 
tact has been almost severed, and the con- 
stant “shorting” between the ends of the 
flex wire and the plug has blown the tuse. 
Be most careful to put in the right thickness 
of fuse wire: your electrician will advise you 
on that 


lo Mend -Plugs 


Unscrew the plug, taking care to put the 
tiny screws in.a safe place while you work. 
Cut the two lengths of wire in the flex even, 
and with a pair of scissors or a small knife 
remove the msulation from about an inch to 
two inches of the wire, according to the 
depth of the plug. Thread the top part of 
the plug back on to the flex before you begin 
to reconnect in to the. littl terminals 
inside the body of the plug. Twist the wire 
into a fine point, thread it through. the little 
holes in the terminals which have screws 
fitted into them—-screws which you will have 
loosened. but not removed—tighten the 
screws again, and reassemble the plug. 

The great point about any of these jobs, 
even household carpentry jobs, is to 
approach them confidently. Remember that 
the most expert man was once only a 
beginner too, and that he, like you, had Ao 
learn by experience. If you exercise a 
little forethought. and care in your work. 
you will soon find yourself getting quite .a 
lot of fun out of doing the odd jobs, and as 
you knock in nails you will cheerfully 
reflect that your contribution to the 
national effort ts taking practical and active 
shape. |

ITALIAN BARMITZVAH

What was probably the first Barmitzvah 
of an Itahan Jew in Oxtord for. 700 Vears, 
according to Mr. Cecil Roth, was celebrated 
last Sabbath in the Synagogue that 
ancient University citv. Mr. Roth gave the 
address when Alberto Paolo Camerino 
celebrated his “ minyan” (which is Itahan- 
Jewish for Barmitzvah). It was probably 
also the first- Barmitzvah of an Italian Jew 
in England since Mussolinis anti-Jewish 
persecution began in 1938. Paolo recited 
Haham Artom's Barmitzvah prayer in the 
Italian Sefardic pronunciation (which is 
different from the Sefardic of Amsterdam or 
Bevis Marks). It was noted that Haham 
Artom was also an Itahan Jew. 

Postscript: Paolo’s father and brother 
could not be present. They are interned in 
the Isie of Man. 


HOW TO RAISE FUNDS

MEFHODIST FRIEND 

A teacher in charge of a group of Jewish 
children from Stepney, eVacuated to the 
country, describes, ma letter, the life of his 
iitthe community. In the course of it, he 
mentions a friendship that has sprung up 
with the local Methodist minister, with whom 
one of the Jewish schoolgirls is, billeted. 
This minister served in the last war in 
Arabia, and acted as Chaplain for the Jewish 
soldiers in his regiment, at their request, 
whenever the sad occasion arose of a 
burial.

FORTY ARTISTS INTERNED 


Unimaginative Stupidity 
WASTING VALUABLE ALLIES 


A great deal has been written about the 
interning: of anti-Nazi refugees; 
the cause of the artists. 

The artist is the means by which the people can express 
themselves. He is the eye and the mouthpiece of our 
thoughts and ideas. All over the world. in all centuries. 
artists have stirred men to thoucht and spurred them ¢o 
action. Why do we not recognise this now. and instead 
of interning them, utilise their power to help our cause? 
There are many ways this could be achieved. Even jin 
war-time men do not live by bread alone. The spirit 
sMould be fed. 

Recently i was in a town the greater part of whose 
population is concerned with munitions, shipbuilding, and 
stecl. This town possesses neither public gallery nor 
museum. One would imagine that whatever. spare time 
these people had would be spent at the films or othe: 
hight entertainment. But not at all. An exhibition of 
contemporary painting was held and the average attendance 
was 400 a day! And many came again and again. 
These simple-minded, uneducated folk were avid for 
beauty, and the pleasure and profit afforded is incalculable. 

[his is One aspect of what art can do for us. There 
is another. That ts the effect of direct propaganda. Both 
in Spain and China this has been recognised and artists 
have proved of immense importance. They have caught 
mens imaginations and have helped enormously to wunifs 
nattonal feeling and to strengthen the effort against the 
enemy.

International Reputations 


About 40 artists have been interned. some of international 
reputation ,Many of these can give ample proof of thei 
anti-Nazi activities and of their sufferings because of them 
I cannot, naturally, tell all their stories, but some ere examples 
of such grave myustice that I [cel they must be told. Many 
of them are Jews. 

One of the most interesting cases is that, of Ludwig Meidner 
He comes. from Silesia, and although a Jew by race knew 
nothing and cared less about Judaism. But when Hitler came 
to power his mierest in his rchgion was kindled. He even- 
tually taught in a Jewish secondary schoo] in Cologne. 

Finally he and his wife came to. Engiand. He 
lived in great poverty in Camden Town, completely absorbed 
in drawing and his new-tound interest in Judaism. He ts a 
fine artist. His portrait heads are magnificent and his biblical 
compositions. are very moving. At a moment's notice he was 
forced to leave his lodging, and all his work was left to the 
mercy cf his landlady, who kind-heartedly stacked it in 
cupboards and passages and under beds until her other 
lodgers objected. Many of these drawings have been salvaged, 
but many, 1 fear, will be lost. 

Another victim is Robert Langstadt, who after he came to 
England did social work in Dockland Settlements. He, too, 
was interned without being allowed to take leave of his 
parents or to inform anyone that he was being interned. He 
was sent overseas, and. though the police promised him that 
his parents would be informed, it was. only by accident that 
they heard of his deportation. The particular injustice of this 
case is felt because his brother had been serving with the 
B.E.F. in France and has been missing for the last eight weeks. 

There is the case of Johnny. Heartfield, whose real name ts 
Helmut Herzfeld. We is a German Jew, who in 1917, in pro- 
test against the chauvinistic “ Gott Strafe England” attitude 
in Germany, altered his name. He was imprisoned for this 
As a prominent and indefatigable fighter against Nazism, he 
had to leave Germany when Hitler came to power. He is the 
inventor of photo-montage. He carried on his work in 
Czechoslovakia. At the Czech Art Exhibition in 1937 a special 
section was. devoted to his work. The German Government 
objected and this section had to be closed. They apparently 
realised the value of his propaganda! When Hitler marched 
into Prague he came to England as the guest of Ellen 
Wilkinson. Readers of _Reynoips News, and 
Picture Post will be familiar with his work. He is in very 
delicate health, but in spite of this and his history he is denied 


release. 
Languishing Behind Barbed Wire 


Another artist of delicate health and extremely sensitive 
nature is Alva, who is now languishing (and I use the word 
advisedily) behind barbed wire in the Isle of Man. His offence 
is that was born in Berlin. His parents were Polish and 
he has not been in Germany since Hitler came to power in 1933. 

There is Fred Uhimann, a Jew and a barrister, who had 
defended many anti-Nazis in Stuttgart and was forced to leave 
Germany. He went to Paris and there after many vicissitudes 
started to paint. He lived in great poverty, but after some 
years achieved astonishing success. He married an English 
girl and came to England, where he has held one or two 
exhibitions. He is Chairman of the Artists’ Section of the 
Free German League of Culture. 

There is Hans Abarbanell, a sculptor and an amazing 
craftsman. He fled to Prague from Germany, to England from 
Prague, After he had been interned he had a nervous break- 
down and was forcibly deported. Nobody, not even his wife, 
is informed where to. 

It is impossible to tell every ‘story of barbarous treatment 
and cruel injustice that these men have suffered. Many names 
will be known to readers of these columns in THe JEwisi 
CHRonicte.

Fifty Years’ Activity 
A WORTHY COMMUNAL RECORD

The Hammersmith Synagogue will complete its fiftieth year

some fifty years ago, a handful of residents in the district 
of Hammersmith set to work to establish a Synagogue and 
to Organise religion classes—-as the nearest place of worship, 


the New West End at St. Petersburgh Place, was too far 
AWay, 


jhree men can lay claim to the honour of being the original 
rounders of the Hammersmith Congregation, J. M. Levy, Isaac 
Morris, and Isaac Sandheim. Early in 1889 they issued a letter 
and invited a few friends to a mecting Fighteen gentlemen 
attended, among whom. were three professional: men who proved 
to be of the utmost helpfulness in bringing the new Synagogue 
into e¢kistence Delissa Joseph, a nephew of Mrs. Hermann 
Adier, was an architect, lvan Nestor Schourman held the post of 
teacher at St. Paul's School, and Lionel Lemon (a nephew of Sir 
George Lewis, the solicitor) was a chartered accountant. The 
United Synagogue agreed to admit the Synagogue as. a 
Constituent and a vacant. plot of land was found in Brook 
Green upon which Mr. Joseph set up a modest building, Its 
total cost was £3,200, of which the local Committee collected 
one-halt 

The Consecration ceremory took place on September 7, 1890, 
when Sir Benjamin L. Cohen, M.P,, declared the building open 
and Dr. Hermann Adler, not yet elected as Chief Rabbi, 
officiated 

For a few months before the opening of the Synagogue, the 
Rev. B. Elzas, B.A., of Jews’ College, had been appointed 
Minister, but he went to Canada and his place was taken by the 
Rev. Michac!l Adler. He occupied this post for thirteen years. 
during nine of which he was single-handed as Reader, Secretary, 
and Superintendent of the. religion classes. In 1899, the Rev. 
Gustave Prince was clected Chazan. and served for cighteen 
years, being also Secretary after Mr. Adler had resigned. The 
first Beadle was’ Mr. L. Courts, a hansom cab-driver when not 
on duty, who was succeeded by Mr. Moss Woolf, the post being 
occupied later by Mr. C. Frankel, who held office for many 
yca;rs., 


Congregational Singing 


From the outset, congregational singing was successfully intro- 
duced. Considerable help was rendered by an expert musician, 
Prof..Mrchaecl Bergson, a seat-holder, who was the father of the 
distinguished French philosopher, and one of the leaders of the 
singing was Mr. Henry Friedlander, who was an excellent 
amateur Chazan and often took part in the services, especially 
on the Festivals, besides holding office “in the box.” 

The first. annual Purim Prize Distribution had as its Chair- 
man Mr. -F. D. Mocatta, and the outstanding feature of the 
occasien was the brilliant piano playing of young Mark Ham- 
bourg, then ten years of age. 

In 1891, J. M. Levy and I. Morris became the first Wardens. 
Mr. Levy continued in office for 24 years, during which period 
he served as Mayor of Hammersmith A Ladies’ Guild was 
established in the following year at the suggestion of Mrs. Delissa 
Joseph (sister of S. J. Solomon, R.A.), who was elected the first 
President. | 

The need of suitable Classrooms and of a residence for the 
Minister had grown urgent and success was finally achieved when 
the sum of £500 was received from the Levin Bequest. In orde: 
to double this amount, owing to the generosity of the Directors 
of Olympia, a. special Appeal Committee was allowed to sell 
tickets for the show “ Constantinople,” with most satisfactory 
results. In 1895, the first specially built Classrooms at a Con- 
stituent Synagogue were consecrated by the Chief Rabbi and the 
Minister's house was erected. 

All seats in the small Synagogue were now let and the neces- 
sary enlargement was made to its present size.. A pulpit was 
presented and placed in front of the Almemar which had been 
constructed by Mr. Joseph next to the Ark. The annual income 
had increased steadily, a total of £244 in 1891 having now reached 
£788. Im later years, the largest amount received was £3,500. 
Mr. Adler resigned in 1903 upon his election to the Central 


Synagogue. He was succeeded by Rev. S. Alfred Adler, the only 
son of the Chief Rabbi, The new Minister was not destined to 
hold office for a long period, for, after four years, protracted 
iliness compelled his retirement and two years latcr he diced at 
the age of 34. The selection of his sermons and essays published 
by his sister, Mrs. Alfred Eichholz, cailed “ The Uiusciphne of 
Sorrow,” bore striking testimony to his powers as a writer and 
a preacher, and his loss was universally mourned. His colleagues 
in the Ministry erected a tablet in the hall of the Synagogue “ in 
token of their comradeship and affection.” 


A Lady Secretary 


Ihe Rev. S. Lipson was elected in 1909, and, after many years 
of devoted service, he resigned in 1938, owing to ill-health. He 
had acted as Senror Chaplain to the Home Forces during the 
Great War and atso held an official position under the Mental 
Hospitals Committee of the London County Council. After 
Mr. Prince had gone to the St. John’s Wood Synagogue in 1917, 
the Rev. B. Paletz was chosen in his place in 1919, and Hammer 
smith was one of the first Synagogues to have a lady Secretary 
when Miss G. C. Marks was appointed. The present Secretary. 
Mr..8. Goldberg, has held office for seven vears 

The Literary Society which had come into existence in 1902 
flourished for many years, and later developed into a Young 
Men's Jewish Association, under-the Presidency of Mr. Harry 
Salmon his in turn grew, in 1919. into a very active social 
and literary society, which at one time had 250 members. To- 
day, this work is being successfully carried on by the. Social 
Circle mitiated by Mr. S. Moss, Warden, and Mr. B 
Bernardi, Financia] Representative, in 1936. which movement 
plays an important part in the life of the local Community. 

By the year 1922, the Synagogue had become overcrowded, 
109 prospective seatholiders being on the waiting list The 
Wardens, Messrs. David Sharp and L. B. Barnett, approached 


the United Synagogue with a scheme to reconstruct the build- 


ing. by demolishing the Minister's house and thus to accontmo- 
date 612 gentlemen and 400 ladies. In addition, a communal 
hall was to be crected at the rear of the two adjoining houses. 
The total cost of this work was expected to reach the sum 
of £15,500 Mr. ©. J. Eprile, a member, accepted the office 
of Hon. Architect, and the Congregation gave warm approval 
to the whole plan. The sum of £1,260 was coflected from among 
the members. Mainly owing to serious difficulties raised by 
the LCC... however, this ambitious project had perforce 
to be abandoned, and a more modest outlay of £20 wa 
passed to provide 74 additional floor and 15 gallery seats. The 
erection of the communal hall was completed in 1927, Mr. H. J 
Annenberg acting as Chairman of the Equipment Committec 
and raising considerable funds. The Congregation is now ‘in 
possession of one of the finest centres for its activitics m the 
whole of London.

NO AIR RAID SHELTERS 
OR LIGHTS 


Internees’ Lives in Danger 


That the present position of interned refugees, even after 
the assurances given by the Home Secretary, 1s still 
extremely unsatisfactory is borne out by information which 
has been supplied to me by the Council of Austrians tn 
Great Britain, writes a JewtsH CHRONICLE representative. 

ft is alleged, for example, that at most 500 of the 30,000 
internees had been released (up to the time of writing on 
fuesday). I was also informed that none of the camps 
had air raid shelters. and that internees were told that 
they had to remain in their quarters during raids, and 
that those that left them would be shot. (It will be recalled 
that Nazi bombers appeared over the Isic of Man on Satur- 
day-——the first raid on the island.) Some of the camps, 
say the. Council, are situated on open ground, while 4 
number of them resemble military camps. One camp 1s 
said actually to adjomm a military camp, and is near an 
acrodrome Ihe tiny estate houses, | am. informed, offer 
no protection against bombs or even blast and_ splinters. 

“In view of the fact.” the Council's spokesman told me, 
“that aw raids are now the rule and not the exception, 
something should be done to protect the thousands of lives 
of people who are not in a position to protect themselves.’ 

Another grievance rs that there is no black-out arrange- 
ment in most of the camps, with the result that any 
emergency at night produces confusion, as no hght is avatl- 
able (Outside tocked. shutters. surely.. would permit 
indoor lighting arrangements.) 


Nazis and Anti-Nazis Still Mixed 


li + also stated that the separation of Nazis trom anti- 


Nazis has not yet been. carried out in. mdny camps. it 
ms alleged that: Nazis and ami-Nazis have sometimes 
to share the same bed In. Huyton, the Nazis have 


separated themselves from the others by forming a group 
of those who claim the protection of the Swiss Legation, 
which acts on behalf of the German Government. Though 
these 200 Nazis are ‘clearly distinguishable, they have not 
been removed trom the camp, and their presence serves 
as an excuse for the refusal to put into operation relaXxa- 
tion of many measures which would become unnecessars 
.if refugees only -were in the camp 

[here are hundreds of reports that documents, personal 
papers, money. parcels, and luggage have been tost and 
cannot be found... Most of the individuals who have been 
released so far have come out without their personal doct- 
ments, and have therefore to face new difhicultes with the 
police. In many: cases the various military and civilian 
authorities were not properly informed of the release, and 
arrested tmndividuals and brought them back to the camps. 

here 18 still very lithe Known about conditions over- 
seas. No telegrams are’ allowed, and though the deporta- 
tions to Canada took place im the first week of July, nobody 
has yet received any direct. information from the internees. 


SUFFERINGS OF HUYTON 
INTERNEES 


M.P.’s Alarming Report 


Sir Waldron Smithers, Conservative M.P. for Chislehurst, 
has sent to Sir John Anderson a copy of a report he has 
received on the Condition of aliens interned at Huyton Camp 
In a covering letter Sir Waldron Smithers said that this report 
from a firm of solicitors of high repute made him absolutely 
ashamed of his country, and he asked if it was really 
necessary in this country to use Hitler's methods. 

Che report, which is signed by a partner in a well-known 
London firm of solicitors, says that there appear to be fewer 
facilities for even a reasonable degree of comfort than one 
would have thought possible “ There are very tew beds. 
and those of my clients whom I saw who were lucky enough 
to have got a bed had only done so on medical recommenda- 
tion. The rest have some form of paliasses. . .. A large 
proportion have already had their constitution and ther 
nervous system seriously undermined as a result of the 
privations through which they have gone tn German con- 
centration camps, and there is no doubt whatsoever to my 
mind that it has reacted very seriously upon they present 
physical condition 


“Did Not Recognise Him” 


“| am very sorry to have to say,’ the writer continues, 


“that I did not at first recognise your friend... . at all. 
| was horrified at the change wrought in him. I have put 
in a strong applicahon on medical grounds. Although 


the White Paper says. that. all applications on medical 
grounds can only be entertained by the Home Office upon 
their being preferred by the Medical Officer of Health 
from the camp, all my internees agreed that the Medical 
Officer of Health makes no move whatsoever towards 
release from internment on medical grounds until he 
receives a communication trom the Home Office 
Ther physical condition ts aggravated by their mental 
maction. They have absolutely nothing to do all day except 
brood over their mistortunes and wish they could get out. 
\ very real source of complaint ts the postal facilities. 
So tar as | could make out, between one-third and one-half 
of the parcels sent to them failed to reach their destina 
tions, and a considerable proportion of letters also go 
astray. ..: One of the leading lawyers of Vienna. a 
gentleman of exemplary character, mentioned to me that 
he had about £30 on him when he was first interned at 


‘Prees Heath Camp, but that has been lost, together with 


all trace af the accounts and everything else which he took 
to that camp ote 
“ Although it is only my personal opinion, I neverthe- 
less do honestly belicve that unless conditions in the camp 
are improved there will be a number of these elderly 
infternees who will not survive a winter there. As you know, 
Il am not concerned with the merits of the principles of 
interment, but only with its effects on my individual clients. 
[here is one thing which did please me immensely,” 
the report concludes, “and that- was the way everyone 
I spoke to without exception paid tribute to the 
Commandant.” 


SAVE THE CHILDREN! 


Evacuation Committee Formed 
10.000 LIVES AT STAKE 


To look after the 10,000 refugee children in this countrs 
from Germany, Austria, Poland, Danzig, and Czechoslovakia 
a committee has been formed called the Co-ordinating Com- 
mittee for the Evacuation Overseas of Central European 
Refugee Children in Greai Britain. The organisations 
represented are the Free German League of Culture in Great 
Britain, the Council of Austrians in Great Britain, the 
Refugee Teachers’ Organisation, Young Czechoslovakia 
in Great Britain, Young Austria in Great Britain. and Free 
German Youth in Great Britain. 

The majority of refugee children actually live in children’s 
homes or with English families. But in the latter the man 
is often absent and his wife has many troubles and difficulties 
of her own. In this situation the Committee believes that it 
is its task to remove the burden of caring for the refugee 
children from the shoulders of the English people. 

The Committee wants to make every effort to enable 
refugee children to be received in safety in the U.S.A. and 
other countries overseas. Unless they find rest and quiet 
after all they have been through their minds may be per- 
manently affected and their future development seriously 
endangered. 7 


" Here Are The Difficulties 


The special position of the German and Austrian children 
with regard to evacuation (apart from the emigration of in- 
dividuals) is as follows: 

They are not included in. the general evacuation scheme of 
the British Government Committee for evacuation overseas. 
Mr. John Parker, M-P., has, however, declared to representa- 
tives of the Refugee Organisations that he will see that groups 
of refugee children are allowed to join the transports of English 
children. He has said that this could be done on condition that 
the reception of these children in U.S.A. was ensured. The 
American Committee in London has made the same promise, 
under the same conditions. 

By a Government decree the restrictions regulating the entry 


to the U.S.A. have been cancelled for the children of all nations 


in the war zone. In the same way the regulations for the Con- 
sulates have been simplified and consequently a speedy settlement 
of the visa question has been ensured. 

Therefore refugee children as well as English children can 
enter the U.S.A. in unlimited numbers if their reception and 


maintenance are provided for by private individuals, com- 


mittees, Or organisations. Furthermore, there is a well- 
founded hope that American ships will. help in evacuation. as 
well ‘as English vessels. 

A bill for the alteration of the Neutrality Act which would 
allow for this has been passed by the United States Congress 
and will go before the Senate 

A dithculty still wo. be solved is the regulation in the U.S.A. 
that the country of embarkation must make the promise that the 
children shali. be received back again there: after the. war. 


What The Committee Will Do 


In view of. this situation the Co-ordinating Committee has 
decided to act in the following way : 

1. To approach all their friends and. acquaintances and all 
organisations, Committees, schools, and homes known to them 
in the U.S.A... and to appeal to them ‘to give. hospitality to 
refugee Children and to provide for collective visas in collabora- 
tion with the United States Committee for the Care of 
European Children. 

2. To appeal to the U.S.A, authorities to alter the regulations 


- concerning the guaraptce for return to the home country. 


5. To apply to the authorities in this country for a guarantee 
that the children may be allowed to return to Britain after the 
war. 

4. By coming to the required agreements with the United 
States Commitiee for the Care of European Children, to hasten 
all evacuation plans already initiated individually. 

5. To make a register of all children belonging to the various 
refugee organisations. It wishes, acling in close contact with the 
competent English and American organisations, to prepare and 
equip these children for their journey, to advise their parents, to 
suggest suitable. persons to accompany the children, and to look 
for friends for them in the U.S.A.

EHRLICH 


A Benefactor of Humanity | 


In The Magic Bullet at the Warner (“ A ™ cert.), a sincere 
and untheatrical performance is given by Edward G. 
Robinson as Dr. Ehrlich, the famous German Jewish 
scientist, who discovered, among other things, the principle 
of immunisation and the cure for syphilis. The film tells 
the story of his life, from the time when he was a young, 
rebellious doctor in a Berlin hospital, to his experiments 
with tubercular bacilli (and his own contraction. of tuber- 
culosis), to his discovery of an anti-toxin for diphtheria, and 
through his years of work on the problem of venereal 
disease. which culminated in the discovery of the cure, which 
is called “606 "—the 606th compound to be tested by Dr. 
Fhrlich and his staff. We are also given a hint of the 
“racial” prejudice that Ehrlich had to fight—that same 
blind, unreasoning prejudice which, in these later years at 
the hands of Hitler, would have caused a man like Ehrlich, 
one of humanity’s benefactors, to be thrown out penniless 
from Germany, if he were not tortured and killed mm a con- 
centration camp. 

Edward G. Robinson proves his acting abilities in a serious 
part are as great as in any of his gangster rdles, and he is well 
supported by the Broadway actress, Ruth Gordon, as his wife, 
whose first screen part this is. Otto Kruger gives a good per- 
formance as Von Benring, who worked with Ehrlich in his early 
days, then quarrelled with him and finally championed him when 
the efficacy of “606” was doubted, and Albert Basserman (him- 
self a refugee) interprets sensitively the part of Koch. 

This is essentially a serious-minded film and a very courageous 
film. There is no love interest and no spectacular adventures, 
but as a record, finely produced, of the success which can 
achieved by patience and singleness of purpose, it deserves to 
rank among the great films. 3

It has also Walter Brennan, who is superdD and at the same 
pathetic as an old scoundrel, veteran of the Civil War, who 
owns a saloon and, by his own cruel rules, reigns over the 
western end of the State His two weaknesses are a con- 
stantly recurring crick in the neck-——*1 was hung once Dut 
my friends cut me down in time "—and a passion for the 
famous Lily Langtry. His saloon and his bedroom are plastered 
with her pictures, and whoever speaks shightingly of her receives 
a bullet. When Gary Cooper, a passing traveller, is brought 
before this “ Judge " Bean, accused of horse-stealing, be saves 
his neck by playing up to the tough old man's infatuation, 
telling him he has a lock of the Jersey Lily's hair. 

Thus, although the story decals with the struggle of the farmers 
against the cattle men led by the “ Judge,” the maim interest 
lies in the way in which Gary Cooper makes circles round 
Walter Brennan, playing upon his egrcat weakness, cheating 
him at every turn, so that none of the “ Judge's“ summary 
hangings scem as crucl as this consistent deception.

MONTGOMERY AS PETER WIMSEY 


Busman’s Honeymoon, Dorothy L. Sayers’s popular 
novel and play, has been successfully transferred to the 
screen by M.-G.-M..

Robert Montgomery makes a satisfactory Lord Peter -‘Wimsey. 
He has the right manner, if not the right Oxford accent, He 
is rather -younger than Miss Sayers would have us believe Lord 
Peter to be, but that is a detail. He never Overacts and we can 
always believe in him. His wife, Harriet, played by Constance 
Cummings, has all the charm and clear-headedness that she 
should have, and Sir Seymour Hicks plays Bunter, Lord Peter’s 
man, to the life.
